Milk  Pricing  Suit  of  P M P C 
Is  Dismissed  by  Federal  Judge 


A suit  challenging  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture’s right  to  use  a substitute  factor  in  the  federal 
formula  for  pricing  milk  on  the  Milwaukee  market,  was 
dismissed  here  this  week  by  Federal  Judge  John  Reynolds. 

The  suit,  brought  against  USDA  by  Pure  Milk  Prod- 
ucts Cooperative,  Fond  du  Lac,  Wis.  charged  that  in  the 
absence  of  a supply— demand  adjuster,  which  was  in  the 
old  Chicago  milk  order,  and  to  which  Milwaukee’s  pricing 
system  was  linked,  the  department  did  not  have  the  au- 
thority to  use  a substitute  factor. 

Dismissal  of  the  suit  by  Judge  Reynolds,  in  effect 
sanctioned  the  use  of  the  substitute. 

[ The  adjuster  used  the  proportion  of  milk  going  into 
Cl^ss  I use  in  Chicago  as  an  indication  of  supply  and 
demand  — with  72  percent  of  the  base  figure.  For  each 
one  percent  above  or  below  that  figure,  the  price  was 
changed  by  two  cents  a hundredweight. 


On  April  8,  1966,  in  anticipation  of  the  demise  of 
the  Chicago  order,  the  USDA  ordered  that  since  the 
adjuster  had  been  minus  24  cents  for  five  years,  that 
that  was  the  appropriate,  equivalent  price.  PMPC’s 
attorney,  George  St.  Peter,  contended  that  the  price 
deductions  should  not  have  been  made  without  holding 
a hearing  on  that  point. 

In  a 15-page  decision  the  judge  said  that  because 
the  Milwaukee  milk  marketing  order  provided  a method 
for  fixing  milk  prices,  and  the  secretary  (Freeman)  had 
acted  in  accordance  with  the  order  in  determining  the 
price,  the  suit  could  not  prevail  on  its  merits  and  did 
not  have  the  standing  to  sue. 

The  USDA  used  a substitute  provision  which  said 
that  if  quotations  were  not  available,  the  market  admin- 
istrator should  use  a price  determined  by  the  secretary 
to  be  equivalent.
